Almost every bale of cotton sent to 
Europe from New Yerk is exported in 
steamers, and in consequence of the num- 
ber of sail vessels now loading there, be- 
ing smaller than usual, and a large 
amount of grain offering, freight in 
cotton has been advanced from 3g of a 
cent to °¢ of a cent a pound, thus adding 
33 of a cent to the cost for exporters to 
buy. For six years past freight on cotton 
by steam to Europe has been only 14 a 
cent in July, until last year it was 3f of a 
cent. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 
BAKER GA., July 1, 1874. 

The prospect for our crops in this sec- 
tion is the best for years. The oat crop 
is very fine. The corn crop is the best 
in twenty years; it would not be possible 
for the land to make more than is now 
growing upon it. The dry weather in 
May gave the farmers an opportunity to 
clean out the cotton; so, notwithstanding 
the wet weather of the past month, the 
cotton is clean and in splendid condition. 
The first of June I thought the cotton 
fully two weeks late, but in consequence 
of the fine weather it is now fully as early 
as last year this time. I hear of no signs of 
caterpillars as yet. There are plenty of 
bolls two-thirds grown now; in fact, the 
cotton plant looks better than it has for 
years at the first of July, and I now ex- 
pect a very large crop in this section and 
a total crop of four millions of bales. 
Many of our farmers will begin picking 
by the first day of August. 

The above letter is 
of our most reliable correspond- 
ents, and we are rejoicéd to 
hear that providence is again smiling on 
Southwest Georgia. 

Doveuerty Co., Ga., July 2, 1874. 

I have been too busy to write until 
now. lam getting through my crop. I 
have 300 acres in cotton, which will aver- 
age three feet high and a fine stand all 
over it. My cotton is two weeks earlier 
than last year. I had more blooms on 
the 5th of June this year than IT had on 
the 20th last year.

South. It is true that it is generally dry 
during the summer months, and veget- 
ables get scaree; but this dry weather is 
what produces the extra health of the 
country. 
Mr. M. seemed determined to find all 
the bad things—‘‘grasshoppers, worms,” 
etc., but does not hunt. for any ‘good 
things that he might find in Nazareth.” 
He says the people all off to spend 
their summers, thereby ‘inferring it was 
too sickly to stay there. On this principle 
New York city must be tremendous sick- 
ly, for two-thirds of its population spend 
the summer at the seaside and other 
fashionable places. The truth is, Texas 
and New York people go North during) 
the hot months and to the springs, be- 
cause they can afford it, while the people 
living on the poor red lands of Mr. M.’s 
country are too poor to leave home. Not 
that I have a word of fault to find, Mr. 
Editor, with the grand old State of Geor- 
gia with her red hills, cold springs and hos- 
itable people. Her railroads and manu- 
actories speak the language of enter- 
prize and energy. Neither do | recom- 
mend the good oki people of Georgia to 
pull up stakes, but I do recommend the 
young folks who are struggling for a bare 
subsistence on poor land, to go to Texas, 
In the language of H. G. ‘“‘go West young 
man, go West.” The history of Texas, 
for twenty years past, will show a larger 
number of persons, who have acumulated 
large fortunes from nothing, than any 
other Southern State. Galveston Hous- 
ton, Austin and San Antonia were all 
small wooden towns in 1851, now they 
are all growing and prosperous cities with 
hundreds of men who in 1851 were poor, 
are now worth half a million to a million 
of dollars. 

Take for instance the houses. Hutchins, 
Baker, Bremund, Shepherds and hun- 
dreds of others of Houston, and an equal 
number I could name at Galveston and 
Austin, and show me if you can 
an equal number of brilliant fortunes 
that havé been accumulated in a few 
years in other cities. ‘Everybody wants 
to sell out.” Certainly, that’s the case in 
all new counties. Sell out and get paid 
for improvements and go fyrward on 
} cheaper land; many have made fortunes 
in that way. 

Few who have gone to Texas since the 
war are as well off now as when they 
landed in Texas. This certainly must be 
a mistake, for nearly all the railroads of 
Texas have been built since the war, and 
lands have gone up, in some instances, 
over 500 per cent., and in towns ten 
times that. Take Austin, Dallas and 
Waco as samples. More money has been

The Finance’ Committee reported on the 
petition of Messrs. Franklin & Kichberg 
relative to the award of Water Commission- 
ers for laying pipe that Council could not 
relieve them in view of . prospective suits 
for damages to the amount of $300,000, in- 
stituted by parties on South river, the com- 
mittee recommend that Mayor and Treas- 
urer be instructed to sign no more bonds 
until further action of Council. 

Alderman Langston opposed the report of 
the committee. The report was not on the 
subject matter referred to them. Council 
had no right to interfere with the Board of | 
Water Commissioners. The result of inter- 
ference would be to depreciate their bonds. 
The charter provided for the arbitration of 
eases where damage was claimed. 

Alderman Flynn was not opposed to water 
works, buthe thought the Commissioners 
were doing wrong. One of the principal 
owners of Water power on the South river 
would sue as soon as the first gal- 
lon of water was pumped = out 
of it, for damages to the 
amount of $200,000. Others would 
institute suit and there would be end to 
litigation. If the commissioners paid no at- 
tention to this matter ft would cost us 
$500,000 before a drop was brought 
into the eity, The people who furnished 
the mouey had a right to be heard. 

Alderman Fowler indorsed the views of 
Alderman Flynn. The water power is not 
sufficient in acdry time. If we are going to 
stop it now is the time. Atlanta is not able 
to build water works at present, unless she 
sacrifices all other interests to do it. The 
commissioners had selected a bad system. 
By waiting we might get a better system and 
go to the Chattahoochee for our water. 

Alderman Langston made the point of or- 
der that the report was out of order, being 
a matter foreign to the subject referred to 
them. 

His Honor, the Mayor, ruled the point 4 
well taken. 

Alderman Fowler differed with his Honor, 
the Mayor, on his ruling. Council did not 
prescribe anv form of a report for a com- 
mittee. 

Alderman MeMillan thought as members 
ofthe Finance Committee they had a right 
to make a recommendation.
